On May 7, 2003, the Wireless Telecommunications Bureau announced that it was prepared to 
grant Beeper Network Inc.’s applications for the licenses it won in the Upper and Lower Paging Band 
auction (Auction No. 40), provided that it made full and timely payment of the remaining balance of its 
winning bids.1  Additionally, Scott MacIntyre, an applicant that was not listed on the Prepared to Grant 
PN, already has made full payment of its winning bid.2
